Distribution  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  from  January  1 
through  October  9,  1954,  amounted  to  6,433  thousand  short  tons, 
raw  value,  224  thousand  tons  less  than  the  6,657  thousand  tons 
distributed  during  the  same  period  of  195 3 e    However ,  126  thousand 
tons  of  beet  sugar  marketed  against  the  1953  quota  for  the  domestic 
beet  area  by  constructive  delivery  were  physically  delivered  in 
1954.    Also,  stocks  held  by  retailer s,  wholesalers,  and  indus~ 
trial  users  were  increased  during  1953,  but  such  stocks  probably 
were  greatly  reduced  this  year  and  may  now  be  at  record  low  levels* 
Distribution  during  the  12=month  period  ended  September  30,1954, 
totaled  8,273  thousand  tons,  only  18  thousand  more  than  during 
the  comparable  1952-53  period*.    Here  again,  however,  the  level  of 
"invisible"  stocks  must  be  taken  into  account  in  appraising  the 
significance  of  distribution  during  the  two  periodso 

Deliveries  by  beet  sugar  processors  during  the  most  recent  12- 
month  period  amounted  to  1,836  thousand  short  tons,  raw  value, 
283  thousand  more  than  the  1,553  thousand  tons  marketed  during 
the  previous  12=nonth  periodo     This  1,836  thousand  tons  amounted 
to  22*2  percent  of  total  distribution  during  the  period,  an 
increase  of  3*4  percentage  points  over  the  beet  sugar  processors* 
share  of  the  market  in  the  1952=53  period.    Deliveries  by  the 
other  groups  of  distributors  declined  by  a  quantity  almost  equal 
to  the  increase  in  beet  sugar*    Although  deliveries  by  each  of 
the  other  groups  were  less  than  during  the  previous  12 -month 
period  the  largest  decrease  was  in  deliveries  by  eastern  refiners* 
Production  of  beet  sugar  from  the  1953  crop  of  beets  amounted  to 
1,872  thousand  short  tons,  raw  value,  and  prospects  for  the  1954 
crop  indicate  production  equal  to  the  record  output  of  2,017 
thousand  from  the  1950  crop* 

Prices  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  the  Chicago  west  territory  have 
•  been  extremely  weak  over  the  past  12 -month  periodo     The  list 
price  of  beet  sugar  in  this  territory  has  been  quoted  as  much  as 
55  points  below  the  price  of  cane  sugar  in  the  east,  and  sales 
have  been  made  even  below  the  list  price©    Customarily,  the  beet 
sugar  basis  price  in  the  Chicago  west  territory  is  not  more  than 
20  points  under  the  New  York  price  for  cane  sugar »    The  quoted 
wholesale  price  of  refined  cane  sugar  at  New  York  averaged  8.75 
cents  for  both  January-Sept  ember  1954  and  for  October  1953- 
September  1954,  while  the  averages  for  the  two  previous  corres- 
ponding periods  were  8.72  and  8*73  cents,  respectively. The  price 
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of  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  at  New  York,  averaged  6 oil  Gents  for  the 
first  nine  months  of  1954  j  6013  cents  for  the  12-month  periodf 
and  6.32  and  6e33  cents,  respectively  5  for  the  previous  corres= 
ponding  periods*     Thus  the  refining  margin  expanded  approximately 
20  cents  during  the  period  when  refiners  9  volume  was  contractingo 

The  price  of  Cuban  sugar  for  the  world  market  averaged  3o27  cents 
per  pound,  f0a.s.  Havana,  for  January-September  this  year  as  com= 
pared  to  3.49  cents  for  the  same  period  of  19530    However, because 
of  the  lower  price  of  sugar  for  the  United  States  market,  the 
quota  premium  for  the  two  periods  was  approximately  the  samej,  1096 
cents  per  pounde    Trade  sources  estimate  the  1954-55  European 
beet  sugar  crop  at  12,304  thousand  metric  tons,  or  1,777  thousand 
tons  less  than  the  1953-54  crop0     Decreases  are  expected  in  all 
countries  with  the  exception  of  Austria  and  Turkey 0 


Following  the  sugar  industry  conference  held  in  Washington  on 
September  15,  1954,  to  consider  certain  technical  problems  arising 
out  of  the  administration  of  the  Sugar  Act  (see  pages  4  and  5, 
Sugar  Reports  Number  28),  a  task  force  was  appointed  to  study  the
